The Message contains some general allu- 
sions to the imperfect realization. in the: 
South of the ideal of equal rights, but beyond: 
appealing to the patriotism of thy country to 
put an end to race proscription and to Con- 
gress to do what itean to remedy any de- 
fects in the laws cdr the exercise 
of the suffrage, he has: no remedy” to 
propose. He insists on the enforcement 
of the laws against polygamy in Utah, 
and suggests | that citizenship: might. be 
withdrawn or withheld as ‘& penalty. for. 
their contravention. He hints ‘that the 
enlargement: of our commerce with South 
America, and the extension of our carrying. 
trade, demand some liberal provision. for 
regular and more frequent mail communi- 
cation by American vessels with the coun- 
tries of the southern half of. the ‘con- 
tinent. Allusion is made to resumption of 
diplomatic relations ‘with Colombia being 
specially gratifying in yiew of the probable 
prosecution of the interoceanic canal by 
the Nicaraguan route. The fisheries ques- 
tion, which has been only “‘ temporarily ad- 
justed,” is ‘referred to as urgently needing 
“early and permanent settlement,” \ The, 
Indians come in for a large share of atten- 
tion, and a-summary of departmental re- 
ports, with the usual plea for increased ap- 
propriations for the Agricultural Bureau, 
conclude what is, on the whole, a very able 
and satisfactory Message. 

REPUBLICAN PARTY ORGANIZATION. ‘ 

Accorfing to the recent letter of Mr. 
Grores Buiss; the party machinery of the 
Republicans in New-York is in-a bad way. 
The experience and acuteness of the writer 
give authority to his statements, which are 
amply confirmed by the observations of 
those:who have had occasion to make any. 
The evils which Mr.-Biiss describes are 
not, however, confined to this City. They 
exist to a greater or less extentin all the 
large cities in the State. There is ample 
evidence that’ they exist, in some. 
degree, in. other States. What is their 
origin? What is the remedy for them’? 
The Republican Party is intelligent exough 
and has @ large enough share of the sénse, 
honesty, and disinterestedness of the ¢oun- 
try in its ranks, to be freq from snch dis 
creditable features as Mr. Buiss recites, and 
as every one at all familiar with the facts 
recognizes. There wasa time when noth- 
ing of the kind was known, when the 
conventions of the party fairly rep- 
resented’ its general ‘sentiment, when 
the great body of its members took ‘part in 
its action, and when honest energy and in- 
terest were the- rule, and trickery, corrup- | 
tion, and intrigue were the exception. Why 
is this not still trie? Why are less than one- 
tenth of the members of the party in this 
City enrolled in its district organizations ? 
Why are its primary conventions .in many 
cases, probably in most cases, controlled by 
a few men against whom all contest is over- 
come by fraud ? 

The letter of Mr. Buiss puts the nominal 
enrollment of New-York at something over 
18,000, and declares that less than’ 6,000 
are fairly enrolled. The vote of the party 
for Mr. Morcan in 1876 was within a few: 
hundreds of 60,000. These fignres show 
the utter rottenness of the basis of all. the 
party elections.. It is not surprising 
that the elections themselves, are 
farcical. A defective and dishonest en- 
rollment vitiates every proceeding, ©The 
names falsely enrolled are falsely voted on ; 
the men who are capable of profiting by 
such a fraud commit others; ballot-boxes 
are stuffed ; the vote is wrongly returned ; 
contests are rendered useless. And’ for’ 
& remedy Mr, Buiss appeale—to’ what? 
To the influence of one man, Gen. ARTEUR, 
who, he assumes, and rightly enough, will 
be obeyed by the great body of those. who 
have got, or who keep, the party machinery 
in this condition. Nothing could show 
more plainly the viciousness of the whole 
arrangement. The reformatory power lies 
not in the vote of the party, but inthe will 
of a leader, 

The most natural and easy explanation of 
this wretehed situation is'that ‘ respectable: 
men will not take’ the trouble to take 
in the primaries.” ‘This is true. Bat itwas 
not always 50. .

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THD CAPACITIES OF AMERICAN SOCI- 
ETY, 

One of the’most common and ‘superficial 
mistakes as to our social nature is the mistake 
of thinking that sociality is mainly. idleness, 
and that men and women go into society  be- 
catise they do not wish to busy themselves 
earnestly about anything, or to think or do or 
careabout anything of importance, The case 
is quite otherwise, since society has most. of 
its charm by being a relie? from ‘idle solitude 
or monotonous familiarity, and people generally 
go into company because they wish to be ex- 
cited: as well as amused, and not only to be 
lifted out of the ruts of the old routine, but put 
upon around of fresh emotion and intense ac- 
tivity. Thos, with many persons, the social is 
the most active life, and not only -with. cards 
and wine, in the dance and in love-making, but 
in: generous. conversation, entrancing. music, 
and beautiful art, the great social instinct finds 
its aliment, activity, and joy. 

It is a great question how far this. social..in- 
stinct can be so educated and nurtured as to rise 
into the higher life of. culture, -humanity, and 
faith; emd thus made a civilizing and ethical 
power, instead of an enervating or degrading 
appetite. . It is quite certain. thatthe moment 
we go into company a peculiar set of disposi- 
‘tions and faculties is setin motion, whether we 
will it, or know it, or not. As when we take 
food, it works within us.and upon us, ‘not of our 
own will only, but by its own nature acting uvon 
our nature, so when we take society to <our- 
selves we accopt'a positive force that acts with- 
in’us and upon us, whether we will or no, while, 
of eourse, it invites our interest and. co-opera- 
tion, and it is all the more effective by our ac- 
tivity. 


We may readily test the truth of this remark 
by watching the actions and words of any set of 
companions, whether few or many. See those 
village ‘gossips as they come together, either 
over a cup of ‘tea at the table or over the less 
innocent cup at the bar-room. How. their 
tongues. wag and betray all their sympathies 
and antipathies., Busy-bodies indeed.they are, 
and you find it hard to say what phases of 
character or what aspect of life, what matter of 
family or'state or character, they do not touch 
‘aponin that everlasting tattle. Decided an- 
tagonisms appear, and victims. are sacrificed, 
and horrid details of: misfortune and. scandal 
are iaid before this. idol of the shrine of the fel- 
lowship of gossip. Some ability is likely to ap- 
pear, and you may hear a story 80 well told as 
.to suggest the presence of art,'and to make you 
‘wish that a higher and diviner art would re- 
deem 'that circle from the spell of those wizards’ 
and witches, with their ever-bubbling cauldron. 
of scandal and their incantations of hate. 

You may see a groat change ih that very vil- 
age circle when some fresh and loving. spirit 
bringsin the charm of music or the life of dra-’. 
maticart. The gossips. gather from the parlor 
and the bar-room with the whole neighborhood: 
to hear'a fine concert or to enjoy a well-per- 
formed dramatic entertainment, perhaps from 
amateur performers from themselves. How 
evident it is that a new power is at work in re- 

‘moving antipathies and quickening better sym- 
pathies—a power that is as positive as the forces 
‘that play between the atoms of matter and 

crystallize them into the sparkling ‘water or the. 
‘flashing diamond. You must not expect too 
much from this transformation, for the spell of - 

“beautiful art is not of necessity the gospel of 
‘redemption, and it may start a craving for rare. 
‘and luxurious pleasure instead of quickening : a 
‘divine life, So farasit goes in ¢le the

AMATEUR WRITING. 

The intense desire of many men and 
women to write, and the stubborn energy they 
display in carrying out their desire, irrespective 
of literary capacity or training, is a singular 
phase of nineteenth centary civilization, It 
seems sometimes, indeed, as if fondness and fit- 
ness for composition were in an inverse ratio to 
one another, It is certainly true that many of 
the most diligent and determined writers are 
very bad writers, and that quantity, asa rule, 
augurs ill for quality.. This appears to be 
anomalous; but itis not The bulk of men dre 


anxious to do what i¢ is thought they cannot | 


do, in order to prove their acquaintances and 
the public generally in the wrong; as well as to 
vindicate themselves: from 

To tell any person who has tried to ‘write that 
he has mischosen his vocation, is pretty sure to 
impel him to active demonstration of the. cor- 
rectness of such averment. 

People who have written long and well, ‘wis 
have made a profession of it, are usually of the 
opinion that it requires some preparation, if 
not some’ talent, and: that it is decidedly diffi- 
cult. But tyros and amateurs seem to believe 
otherwise. . They must imagine, with Dogberry, 
that the thing comes by nature, and comprises’. 
no labor worthy of the name. They write, un- 
happily, withont effort, unmindfal of the 
maxim that ‘easy. writing is very hard 
reading. They can’ © seldom ~ be.” taught 
that, to put it onthe lowest ground, 
itis at leasta trade. They ere inspired, they 
probably fancy; and they are, but with some- 
thing very different from genius for composi- 
tion. Duillards and plodders may need to serve 
an apprenticeship ; they are spontancous 
creatures with whom verfect expression flows 
like their ink, . Under this impression théy 
make manuscripts. without end, and maunder 
about lack'of appreciation because they cannot 
get into print, . *. 

No sane man would attempt to. make a 
table, or a hat, or a horse-shoe without in- 
struction or experience ; but. any. number 
people of both sexes expect to create ae 
poems, novels, essays, satires, witticlems, with- 
out any qualification, unless vanity and. self 
assurance can be regarded as such. And what 
is quite as strange, a. considerable number of 
them are willing, yea ‘glad, to inform and de- 
light the world with their intellectual perform- 
ances independent of pecuniary compensation. 
They are not selfish or mercenary; they pour 
forth their mental treasures for the benefit of 
the race, which should’ be ever thankful 
for their munificent’ existence. There are 
thousands of men-and wonien in the ‘land 
two-day, hundreds of them in this very City, 
who would be happy to part with’ countless 
reams of manuscripts, if they could only be sure 
of their publication. They feel confident that 
their writing is worth untold sums; but they 
do not look for material or. immediate. reward.~ 
Posterity may do them ample, justice; » but 
originality, rare gifts, literary exellence of: any 

kind, are seldom rated at their true value by 
one’s contemporaries. | Therefore they will give |

BUSINESS AND SUICIDE. 

It is certainly true that, owing to the 
“ameliorated conditions of inna ‘existence, the 
regult of advanced civilization ; the unrestricted 
diffusion of food products between nations, 
mitigating. the effects of climatic eccentricizies ; 
a more widely extended knowledge of hygienic 
laws ; and the attainment by medical men of a 
higher degree of skill, the average duration of 


human’ life has been increased. While civiliza- 


tion has, on the whole, tended to promote this 
beneficial result, one of its incidents has been in 
-a certain direction, to shorten individual lives. 
“Longevity is attained: not chiefly, by an in- 
herited ‘tendency or by supérior physical qual- 
ities, but rather, as has been well expressed by 
an eminent scientist, ‘‘ by a facility of the con-. 
stitution to take rest, to accept anxiety with se- 
renity, annoyance without passion, and success 
or pleasure without excitement or overweening 
gratification.” The stress under which business 
is pursued in modern society compels, with 


more or less energy, the violation of most of the | 


corditions prescribed as essential to longevity. 

‘Take s single illustration: Middle-aged men 
can recall the comparative placidity with which 
basiness was conducted a few years ago. When 
the great Eastern or great Southern mail had 
arrived, there was an end of all solicitude as to 
‘the revelations of ‘correspondence for the day. 
But now, the incessant click of the telegraph 
‘keeps the nervous system of the business man 
in a state of continuous tension, without any 
intervals of relaxation. 

The authority already referred to regards 
as the most effective agents in diminishing 
vitality the passions of anger, hatred, grief, 
and fear. The conditions of: modern business 
lifé ‘are well calenlated. to bring info play these 
disttessing and destructive passions, not only 
as factors in shortening life by diminishing the 
energy of the nervous system, but as abruptly 
sévering the thread itself, by inciting to self- 
destfuction.. A few facts. will verify this state- 

meant. During & single week recently there were 
‘Presented to one of ourlife insurance compa - 
nies no less than five claims for deaths caused 
by self-inflicted violence. In. one case, a man 
32 years old killed himself bya pistol-shot. 
The remote cause was mental depression from 
overwork. . In, another, a man aged 61 hanged 
himself because of business troubles. Another 
man, aged 38, shot himself.. He was suffering 
from inflammation'of the ear, and from a cancer 
in an inferior portion of his body. . Another, 
aged 60, hanged himself while suffering from in- 
sanity caused. by dyspepsia; and the fifth shot 
himself while in a fit of depression arising from 
business embarrassments. At least three of 
these five cases are attributable to the wear and 
tear of business, 

An examination of the vital statistics of this 
City since 1845 reveals the fact’ that not only 
has the number of suicidal deaths increased in 


larger ratio than the population, but that they: 


are, governed bythe condition of. the money 
market. ‘In 1852\there were only 37 such 
deaths... In.1853,.a year notable for the activity 
of all business, owing to the influx of gold from 
California, they rose suddenly to 56, and re- 
mained above that figure until. 1857, when they 
advanced, under the financial revulsion in the 
Fall of that year, to 72; and in 1858 to 75, de- 
clining in 1859- to 56,: rising in 1860, under 
the excitement of the impending war and the 
great fluctuation in values, to 62. But, strange 
to. say, during the years when war was active 
—1861 to 1865—such deaths were only 44, 43; 

49, 86, and 42, for each year. Unhappy-men 
then found it easier and cheaper to accept’ a 
bounty. and « bullet than to: find. their own 
powder and shot. In 1866 the number of'sni- 
cides: rose to 64, in 1869..to 102, and in 1874 
attained ‘the maximum of 180.' It will-be ob- 
served that the number of suicides bears rela- 
tion to the mere fact of excitement, rather than 
to the character of the excitement, depression: 


and exaltation being each prolific of the fatal. 


result—as. witness 1857 and 1869--altbough, 
the former phase of excitement Seems more 
fruitful than the latter. | - 

These figures, however, reveal but imperfect- 
ly the specific effect of trade revulsions, because 
the totals include women as well as men, where- 
as men alone are diréctly subject to the depress- 
ing and exciting influence of commercial dis- 
_turbances in their full force, and for the years. 
when suicides were in excess of the average the

Byron; then, again, one might have recognized 
an effect of Auaustm Day; ora faint flavor 
of the sawdust of the Old Bowery; and an echo 
of days. of the lusty-dying Krirsy floated 
across the stage. But the: whole was sicklied 
over with the pale cast. of thought familiar 
to students of the Trish drama grafted on the 
French. ’ 

To see this revoldiiouney theatrical master- 
piece, an ignorant and prejudiced public re 
fused to pay their money. Vainly the illustri- 
ous author, actor, adapter, and critic flamed his 
posters and exterior gas-lamps, and vainly he 
submitted to interviews,’ in which he talked 
savagely of “the ‘Pinafore’ craze” and the 
newspaper critice whom he had bribed with one 
hundred dollars each. Tho stupid amusement- 
seekers, refused a show which gave them no 
amusement, With a fatudusness. which was 
only equaled by the malignity of despised 
critics, the people left the gilded and énsan- 
guined temple of art to solitude. The drama- 
tist then appeared as actor; deigning to show 
himeelf in one of his own adapted trags- 
dies, It was: as good as a play. It was a 
roaring farce. It was a real ‘Crushed 
Tragedian.” Tho town roared with delight 
to hear the mellow accents of Dublin, Cork, 
and Ballyshannon flow in the French Court 
during the time of ‘‘the league of the public 


good”. and the reign of the house of Valois, 


But even this delicious tragedy-comedy could 
not long endure, and the author, actor, adapter, 
and critic, inthe expressive but’ technical lan- 
guage of his owncraft, “lay down and squealed.” 
The ‘high-toned, incorruptible, and chivalrous 
manager showed his company the door, turned 
off the gas, and put up the shutters. The’ play 
was played out, The theatrical family, bound 
to their illustrious chief by ties of affection and 
respect, were turned adrift when the season 
was too far advanced for néw engagements, too 
early for next’ year. Were hé they, and they 


he, there would haye been many suits for breach 


of contract. The poor player is often sued. He 
seldom sues. 

The honorable and honest manager, whose 
woll-nigh fatal iliness lasted for a week, 
consoles himself with his modest steam-yacht; 
or he organizes. a duck-shooting expedition 
to cheer himself withal—too poor to pay his 
equitable obligations, and too shattered in mind 
and body to write more interviews with him- 
self or enlighten the world with fresh the- 
ories of dramatic art and criticism. For once 
the critic is silent, and the stern censor of 
the press is as dumb as. an oyster. He who 
found it so easy to deride the weakness and fol- 
lies of others is an object of charity. The au- 
thor, actor, adapter, and critic, great though 
he may be in his:several fields, may, some time, 
come to grief: How happy he should be, if, 
when the fates which he. has defied prove ad- 
verse, it may not be said of him that heis vain, 
‘arrogant, selfish, and base. .Other managers 
than he have-failed before new. The theatri- 
cal profession, the most, generous known to 
men, has honored them because they have gone 


\down struggling to. save their associates and 


poor dependents. 


RUSSIA'S NEW RIVAL. 
“We have fought against the- Poles,” 
says the Russian semi-official .Golos,. ‘‘ but it is 


now time to offer them a brotherly hand, and 


thus secure such allies in Germany and Austria 
that no Austro-German alliance can harm us.” 
Such an utterance, from one of. the ablest and 


‘most candid of St. Petersburg journals, tells its 
- Own story. 


“The rain must be heavy,” says a 
shrewd: Russian proverb, ‘‘ when the thief 
shelters under the same tree with the gen- 
darme ;” and Russia’s sudden friendliness to- 
ward her bitterest foes angurs an apprehen- 
sion of no ordinary peril from without. It is 
not, however, the Austro-German alliance itself 
that she fears, but the policy of which that al- 
Hance is merely the outward symbol. Austria 
makes no sécret of her design to use her posi- 
tion in: Bosnia. as. a. .‘* half-way house” to the 
Levantine sea-board; and with Germany hold- 


ing the keys of the Baltic; and Austria planted
